unworthy  flighting  of  it,  who  proud  of  their  own  high 
fearing  Phantafies ,  contemn  experiment  as  below  them  . 
and  though  they  demolifh  the  airy  Cajlles  of  the  Start, 
rite,  do  it ,  but  to  make  their  own  more  /tellable)  con¬ 
demned  as  vain,  yet  it  is  by  Galileo,  Philolaus  in  his 
uc  Syftemate  Mundi,  and  other  accurate  Obfervers  and 
Comparers  of  the  Phenomena  of  Heaven,  fo  plainly  de- 
monftrate  ad  oculum5  that  it  mujl  now  no  longer  pdfs 
for  Opinio  ,but  in  the  Language  of  the  Schools  under  the 
Notion  of  Scientia .  Neither  can  I  attribute  the  error  of 
the  Ancients,  and  the  Lord  Verulam  touching  this  point 
to  any  thing  fo  much  as  this.  That  they  were  not  fuff, 
ciently  verfdin  Aflronomy  :  For  the  Phenomena  and 
reafons  whereon  this  piece  of  truth  hangs ,  are  .for  the

molt  part  fab,  that  be  fide  s  thofe  who  tire  well  acquainted 
with  f£«Theoriques  of  the  Planets  (abfit  didto  lnvidia ) 
few  or  none,  either  know,  mark ,  or  can  under ft  and  them, 
as  I  mi  fat  in  fiance  in  Particulars  :  but  that  is  no  fart  of 
mi  task.  For  that  which  follows,  the  moderate  Reader 
will  fade  it  to  be  Sphaera  plumbea,  though  dully  penned, 
let  of  more  weight  then  length  ■  Had  fome  Mercuries 
hadfo  much  News  to  have  told  the  world,  three  or  four 
quire  of  Paper  would  have  been  too  firait  a  girdle  for 
their  Tympany  •  which  difeafe  is  grown  fo  much  im 
falhion,  that  the  fmalnefs  of  my  Book  tells  me,  I  mufi 
expert  no  other  welcome  for  it  into  the  world  but  Fuji,, 
and  no  other  name  but  a  Trifle.

notorioufly  proved  the  fcandal  of  Aftrology,  and  pof- 
feft  the  grave  and  fober  breafts  of  the  world  with  a  con¬ 
ceit,  That  Aftrology  is  but  a  higher  degree  of  Lieger 
denuin, ,  and  Aftrologers  but  liberal  Juglers.  Nayfo 
pur-blinde  it  is  (I  mean  the  old  Aftrology)  that  in  the 
very  matter  of  the  weather  it  felf,  iris  fain  to  confefs  it 
felf  unable  to  do  any  more  then  give  a  probable  conje- 
dhireof  it-,  and  not  without  good caule,  fince  it  is  of¬ 
tentimes  far  enough  from  doing  that  too.

Shifts ;  in  that,  when  it  hath  found  the  weather  fall

my  profeffion  fo  fiddly  engaged  engaged  me  to  a  daily

And  fo  in  others, 
not  that  I  think  this  uncertain  guide  (blinde  on  one  eye, 
and  pur- blinde  on  the  other)  could  lead  them  into  a  per- 
fed  and  infallible  knowledge  of  their  influence ;  for  I 
amperfwaded,  that  in  fome-matters  they  will  be  found 
very  wide :  And  what  thofe  matters  are,  this  that  I  here 
propofe  is  the  moft  likely  way  to  difcover. 


This  that  I  fpeak  touching  the  places  and  Afpeds  of 
the  Planets  to  be  altered,  I  would  have  to  be  under- 
ftood  not  onely  to  be  altered  in  Almanacks  for  the  wea¬ 
thers  fake,  but  likewife  in  all  figures,  whether  Horary, 
Revolutioiial ,  or  C enethliacyue^  and  all  other  Judge¬ 
ments  whatfoever  depending  upon  Afped  or  Diredion.

vative  onely,  yet)  feeing  that  every  year  there  happen 
fometimes  two,  fometimes  three,  lometimes  more,  but 
never  fewer  Eclipfes,  vifible  in  one  Horizon  or  other, 
though  our  own  be  no  witnefs  of  them  ;  the  World  by 
their  Logick  would  have  been  by  this  time  diflolveda 
hundred  times  over  and  over.  And  by  this  means  too 
we  can  expeft  no  lefs,  then  that  credulous  and  cavilling 
heads,  when  they  (hall  have  furvived  that  other  Ecliple 
as  well  as  this,  and  (hall  fee  the  UnivctCc  ittjlaot  quo, 
notwithftanding  thefe  outragious  fantafies  had  turned 
all  into  allies,  will  be  apt  enough  to  think.  That  [acred 
Prophecies  are  its  empty  Terrors,  as  thofe  bold  Sooth- 
fayirigs  •,  and.  That  dooms-  day  is  but  a  dream.  A  help 
which  in  thefe  days  we  need  leaft,  fince  too  many  al¬ 
ready  have  leap’d  into  Hell  without  this  ftaff.  That  the 
end  (ball  be,  is  an  Article  of  the  Catholique  Faith  *,  but 
when  it  fliall  be  (fince  the  Epheme rides  of  Heaven  fpeaks 
nothing  ofit$  and  not  onely  the  Stars  of  the  Caelum 
Empiraum  know  nothing  of  it,  but  the  Son  of  Righce- 
oufnefs  himfelf  confelfes  as  much  for  them  and  himfelf 
too)  is  more  then  curiofity  to  ask,  more  then  madnefs 
to  determine,  and  more  then  folly  to  believe.

Aftrologers  in  general  take  it  upon  truft  from  the  An¬ 
cients,  that  Eclipfes  operate  not  prefently,  but  after  a 
time,  and  content  themfelves  with  their  Authority: 
But  the  thing  is  fo  adverfe  to  reafon,  that  it  might  juftly 
be  fufpefted  to  have  been  brought  into  Aftrology  upon 
the  fame  fcore,  and  for  the  fame  reafon  that  thofe  other

ceits  were  mentioned  before  in  the  1 7  and  a  i  Sections. 
Indeed  (let  me  not  wrong  any  manjfome  of  the  Science 
are  doubtful,  that  this  Maxim  is  not  fo  found  as  ancient.

Many  particular  things  I  have  omitted,  which  might 
have  pertinently  been  fummoned  in,  but  difmifled  they 
arc,  becaufe  (being  confequents  of  that  which  hath 
been  generally  laid  down)  they  are  hard  at  hand,  and 
will  quickly  hear  whenfoever  difeourfe  (hall  call  to  them 
toanfwer:  And  prolixity  is  vain,  but  then  moil  of  all, 
when  it  is  not  certain  that  the  thing  it  felffimplv  is  ac¬ 
cepted.
